L. The Impol Factory at Gornja Bistrice is equipped with tho folleaving four 
electric furnaces for making alloys, each with a capacity of about 400 
kilogrens: 


a. One small reverboratory furnaco for aluminum; burns coke and oil, | 


bo Qne furnaco with blowers, 4 to 5 meters highs burns coke. Used for 
making so-called black copper. 


o> One gas furnaco for amoaling copper. Capacity about 8 tms, about 
4 meters wide and about 3 meters high. 


d. OQne Gorman Thomas gas furnace also for annealing copper. Capacity about 
15 tons. 


éo The factory is also equipped with the follering: 
a. Machines for making sheet metal (copper and alumimm): 


(2) ‘wo machines for making sheet copper, both rather poor, one of about 
four meters and one of about two and one-half meters. 


(2) Four machines for aluminum; size abcut 1.20. 

bo Machines for drewving copper wire: 

(1) There is one fairly large mechine for draring heavier cable and three 
machines about one meter high by one moter wide for dreaing standard 
cable. 

c» Punching machines: 

(1) Two large Amoricen-type hydrevlic machines, oe of which is for 
cutting parts for making 15 and 20 centimetor artillery shell cases, 
dimonsions 3 x 1 x 4 meter, 


(2) One 2x1 1 moter Gornan~typo mechine for cutting parts for 76 nme 


anti~tonit shell cases. ONFIDENTIAL 
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(3) ‘wo machines of German make ond installation, one of which makes 
cases for 20 mm. and the other for 79 mm. onti-~aircreft shells. 


(4) One machine for 79 mn. shell cases, which is worn out end umisable. 
d. Turning lathes: . 


(1) There are oight of American make, four meters long by about one 
meter wide « 


eo Drill presses: 


(1) One 3 meters high for heavy drilling, Canadien make, purchased through 
UNRRA : 


(2) Two seller onos of German maks for lighter drilling, about 1.5 meters 
highs 


Ail these machines are electrically operated. 


The following ere used to operate the various machines: coal, coke, oil; gas 
and electric power. 


a. Blectric power is supplied by the 35,000 volt Nariboraki Otok (Maribor 
Island) paver plant. 


bo he Maribor branch of the Jugopetrol (Yugoslav Petroleun) Enterprise 
delivers 3,400 liters of oil every three months in 200-liter tanke. 


ce Gas is obtained fran the factory's om gas Works. Every month 24 carlonds 
of coal are delivered for the production of gar. 


a. The last shipment of coke, 30 carleads, was recoived from Polend in 1947. 


@. The factory has five large chimeys (abcut 70 moters in height} md three 
smallioy ones ($0 motera or less in hoight)o 


The Lasko coal mine and the electric paver plant at Trbovije: The director of 
the Lasko cosl mine is Engineer Drago Petric, who is reportedly not a Cammnist. 
The chief of the personnel sectim is Ivan Gresak,. About 700 workers are 
employed in the mine. They work on three shifts. On each shift, up to 500 

pit cers of coal are cut. Each pit car contains about 800 kilograms. The mino 
recoives electric paver to operate its mining equipment fran the electris paves 
plant in Trbovlje. . 


fhe pover plant in Trbovljo: It is thermo-electric, burning coal dust. This 
30,000 volt paver plant suppliss power to the mines at Trbovije, Lasko, Hrastnik 
and Zagor je 


Ruse Chemical Preducts Factory near Maribor: The factery is in the village of 
Ruse on the right bank of the Drava, near iUeribor. Tho main product of the 
factory is carbide. During 1949, sxperinents have been made with respects to the 
preduction of nitrous euboxide, which is mich used in dentistry. The exporiments 
were succossful, and this preparation is nar being put to practical use. The 
factory hes succeeded in manufacturing all kinds of abrasives. 


During 1949, tho section for the production of eleutrelytic ccrundum, Which is 
used in the manufacture of artificial abrasives, was expanded. The factory alsa 
makes calcium cyanide of very good quality, thus reducing imports of this materiel. 
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Asbestos factory near Krusovec: At tho ond of 1948, an asbestos factory was 
put into operation near Krusevac. This is one of the largest asbestos factories 
in the Balians. About 2,000 workers are employed. 


Shipyard in Zrenjonin (Petrovgrad): This shipyard does not mild now ships 
and barges at present, but only ropairs old ships and barges. 


During 1948, tho shipyard mais six barges sessverthy and did several smaller 
repaiz jobs. The director of the shipyard is Emil Penka. 


This shipyard employs 250 workers. 


fwo cargo ships and one fast German motor torpedo boat are now under repair 
there. 


fhe Dravogred Industrial Construction Enterprise: During 1948, this onterprise 
hed 13 industrial and other installations under construction, ao follas: 


a. A factory in Komik for the mamfacture of ecrasite (sic) and other 
explosives. This factory makes all kinds of detonators for the Yugoslav 


Army 

bo Tho Heriborski Otek hydro-electric pewor plant. The construction enterpriso 
erected the building for three turbines and installed ono. The other tao 
were not delivered. 

ce. Tho Buzenice hydro-electric paver plant. Work was conpleted on diverting 


the water and excavating the site of the foundations for the turbine, mt 
work was suspended because of a shortage of material. 
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
